. . . in one's hometown has to be more 
than emotional. 
Emotions alone cannot cause a town to 
progress, to prosper, to grow, to offer the 
younger generation a better place in which 
to live and raise their families. 
Pride must also be work, work that is 
dedicated entirely to the building of one's 
community, work that w ill never be done 
unless someone with interest in the future 
of the town makes that effort, work that 
can be done by poor, rich, all those in be­ 
tween, by men, women and children, by 
individual residents, by businessmen "who 
have it made", by city and county officials. 
Pride must also be planning, planning 
for next week, next month, next year, and 
then seeing that those plans are carried out. 
Pride must also be dreaming. 
Dreams 
may be far out, seemingly out of reach. 
But from those dreams can come points of 
reality that can be turned into something 
good for the town. 
Pride must also be drudgery and routine. 
A ll efforts do not evolve into that "pot of 
gold", some tend to fall by the wayside, 
proved to be inadequate, not the right d i­ 
rection or just no good. 
Pride must also be a "gut desire". Lip 
service about what one feels about the town 
is not enough.

poverty level; and secondly, 
with consideration being giv­ 
en to the source of dunds un­ 
der which the current food 
programs are being operated.

Priority 2—Counties with 
programs jointly funded by 
USDA and the county 
Priority 3 — Counties with 
programs funded totally by 
USDA. 


The Board authorized the 
Department to employ staff 
and expend such funds as ne­ 
cessary for office space, e- 
quipment and other require­ 
ments for implementing the 
state administered program 
within the appropriation. The 
Board also authorized the De­ 
partment to install a tele­ 
processing network for food 
stamp program operations. 
The Department is con­ 
tracting with the United 
States Postal Service for the 
issuance of food stamps as 
the state sponsored program 
is Implemented throughout 
tlxe State. This w ill great­ 
ly expedite food stamp issu­ 
ance and assure mole effi­ 
cient service to recipients. 
For your information, I 
am enclosing the implemen­ 
tation schedule for the state­ 


wide program, a list of coun­ 
ties currently operating com­ 
modity distribution programs 
according to the source of 
funds, and the phase-in dates 
for an automated system in 
ti* counties currently issu­ 
ing food stamps and those 
additional counties which 
have already been designated 
by USDA to operate a food 
stamp program. Requests for 
designation of the remaining 
213 counties have been sub­ 
mitted to USDA. Also en­ 
closed Is a schedule for ac­ 
tivities that are necessary for 
counties to accomplish prior 
to implementation of a food 
stamp program and an auto­ 
mated system. 


The current food distribu­ 
tion programs w ill continue 
to be administered as they 
are now in each county until 
such rime as ti* state admin­ 
istered Food Stamp Program 
is implemented. 
Additionally, because a 
state administered Food 
Sump Program is to be im ­ 
plemented, the Sute Wel­ 
fare Board rescinded its ac­ 
tion of December 13, 1971, 
in which a policy was adopt­ 
ed requiring counties partici­ 
pating in food sump pro­ 
grams to assume responsibili­ 
ty for issuance of food sump 
coupons and to accept fiscal 
liability for cash and food 
sumps not later than Sep­ 
tember I, 1972. 
We w ill be seeking your 
support in planning for im ­ 
plemenution of the food 
sump program within your 
communities.

IRS advises landlords 


Landlords who evict tcn- 
nant« retaliation for pro­ 
testing allegedly illegal rent 
increases to tte IRS are vio­ 
lating Economic Stabiliza­ 
tion regulations and face 
possible crim inal or civ il 
penalties, R. L. ftdnney. 
District Director of Internal 
Revenue for southern Texas, 
said today. 
If tte government proves 
retaliation in court, the 
landlord may be subject to 
a $5, OOO fine for each vio­ 
lation, a c iv il penalty of 
$2, 500 for each violation, 
or an injunction to prohibit 
future retaliatory acts. 
Phinney noted that tte 
effectiveness of enforcement 
of rent controls depends pri­ 
marily on tenant initiative, 
aided and encouraged by 
Government action. 
"Eviction of a tenant, who 
has complained to tte gov­ 
ernment about Illegal rental 
Increases, would not only 
punish tte tenant for making 
a complaint, which he has a 
constitutional right to make, 
but would stand as a warning 
to others that they dare not 
be so bold. Retaliatory e- 
victions under such circum­ 
stances would be a perversion 
of tte Congressional purpose 
in enacting the Economic 
Stabilization Act, " Phinney 
said. 
Tenants who receive no­ 
tices of eviction after com­ 
plaining of a rent increase 
should contact their IRS of­ 
fice, continue to pay rent 
and Veep records of paym ent* 
thought to be in excess of 
those permitted by Stabiliza­ 
tion regulations. 
Phinney said that useful 
evidence to support an alle­ 
gation of re tafia oxy evic­ 
tion includes the following; 
1) tte tenant always paid 
rent on time, behaved prop­ 
erly, etc., and therefore, 
tte landlord could have no 
reason for eviction otter than 
retaliation; 
2) when tte tenant asked 
the landlord the reason for 
the notice of rent increase, 
tte landlord refused to answer 
or was evasive; 
3) if the landlord con­ 
tends that tire tenant was 
sometimes late in paying 
die rent or was sometimes 
noisy, die landlord has nev­ 
er complained abou this to 
die tenant; 
4) other tenants were 
late in paying rent for longer 
periods and more frequently 
than die tenant In question; 
or 
5) tte only points of con­ 


sequence about which the 
tenant and landlord disa­ 
greed, or about which tte 
tenant challenged tte land­ 
lord, were the validity of 
tte proposed illegal increase 
or tte compliance of tte rent 
increase notice with tie form 
required by Economic Stabi­ 
lization regulations. 
Under the Economic stab­ 
ilization Act a citizen also 
may sue Ids landlord for re­ 
taliatory eviction. Among 
the remedies he may seek 
are; an injunction to pre­ 
vent the eviction and further 
liarassment by tte landlord; 
a court order declaring the 
rent increase illegal and va 
cating the eviction notice; 
and reasonable attorney's 
fees and costs plus tte great­ 
er of three times tte rent 
overcharge or an amount 
from $100 to $1, OOO. 
EXEMPT FROM CONTROLS 
If a landlord or members 
of his family do not own, or 
have an interest in more tlian 
four rental units, the units 
are exempt from rent con­ 
trols. 


Members of the family 
would include an individual, 
ids spouse, his parents, ch il­ 
dren and grandchildren. 


Phinney said fur tiler that 
information on die Leone ride 
Stabilization rent rules may 
be obtained by calling, 
writing or visiting any IRS 
office. 


Confusion about this rule 
las resulted In a great num­ 
ber of questions to tte IRS, 
Phinney said.

Convenience and the 


cost of food 


Are convenience foods 
worth high price tags? Or do 
they really cost that much? 
"A study has revealed 
that some convenience foods 
cost as much as three times 
tile price of ingredients need­ 
ed to prepare similar foods at 
home, M Mrs. Gaye Bippert, 
Extension county home dem­ 
onstration agent, reported. 
"But the study also showed 
that some cost leu than their 
homemade counterparts, * 


S t e added, 
Mrs. Bippert said that 
homemakers generally pay a 
liigher price for convenience. 
In the study, each of four 
commercially prepared froz­ 
en, ready-to-teat dinners of 
meat loaf, beef, fried 
chicken and turkey cost more 
than if prepared at home. 
Costs for fried chicken din­ 
ners averaged 25 percent 
higher. 
"Costs were based on 
home-prepared dinners that 
ted the tame amount of 
food (meat, potatoes and a 
second vegetable) ai com­ 
mercial dinners, " the home 
demonstration agent explain­ 
ed. She added that cost re­ 
lationships might have dif­ 
fered subsun dally lf home- 
prepared dinners ted used 
another cut of meat or poul­ 


try. 
Tor example, " S t e said, 
-{hp home-pre pared fried 
chicken dinner used a whole 
ready-to-cook frying chick­ 
en (cut up) costing 42 cents 
a pound. If the meal ted 
served chicken parts--breasts 
with ribs and legs--at 65 
cents a pound, the dinner 
would have touted 35 cents 
instead of 25 cents. The 
commercial fried chicken 
dinner, then, would have 
cost only 50 percent more 
than tile home meal ratter 
than HO percent higher. " 
Mrs. Bippert pointed out 
that some brands of frozen 
ready-to-heat main dishes 
cost much more than otter 
brands, partly because they 
contain more meat or poul­ 


try. 
"One brand of beef pie, 
for insunce, cost twice as 
much white allotter cost a- 
bout the same as beef pie 
made from a home recipe. 
The teu expensive frozen pie 
contained only 3/4 as much 
meat as the homemade pie. 
Similarly, one brand of 


chicken pie cost 150 percent 
more white another brand 
was only 20 percent higher. " 
She added that cheese piz­ 
za made from a packaged 
mix cost only slightly more 
than pizza made from 
scratch. But frozen pizza, 
ready for tte oven, cost GO 
percent more. 
"Apple pie, pound cake, 
brownies, sugar cookies, 
waffles arid baking powder 
biscuits made from mixes 
ranged in cost from slightly 
less to 1/3 more thai similar 
foods made at home, " tte 
agent said. 
"Frozen waffles, 
heated in tte toaster, cost 
three times as much as 
homemade waffles, but 
canned chilled biscuits, 
ready-to-bake, cor only 
1/3 more. " 
Apple pie bought ready- 
to-eat cost about 80 percent 
more, but ready-to-eat 
brownies and sugar cookies 
con about the same as 
homemade brownies and 
cookies. 
Convenience foods, even 
at a higher cost than similar 
foods prepared at home, may 
be tte best buy for tte terne- 
maker lf ter time ch cooking 
skills are limited. For per­ 
sons living alone, preparing 
some dislics at home may re­ 
quire loo many ingredients 
and provide too many serv­ 
ings to be practical. Or the 
homemaker may prefer to 
use her time for activities 
otter than food preparation, 
In each of ttiese situations 
ce ruin prepared foods miy 
help*, 
The careful stepper w ill 
want to compare costs of e- 
qual size servings of home- 
prepared and commercially- 
prepared foods to be sure 
site is not paying more for 
convenience than S te in­ 
tends. Calculating precisely 
tile costs for mixed dillies 


such as those shown In tte ta­ 
ble is not easy. 
Before site 
attempts tte calculations, 
tte homemaker w ill probably 
want to try tte convenience 
item and see if it is accept­ 
able to tier and tier family. 
If the home-pre pared food 
has been counted on to pro­ 
vide a specific need for tte 
day (a serving of meat and a 
serving of vegetable in a 
meat pie, for example) the 
convenience item It replaces 
should also meet tills need.
